Santa Cruz is excited over local op­ 
tion. 
Point Arena is afflicted with quick­ 
silver mania. 
The Local Optionists arc stirring in 
Nevada county. 
The creeks about Santa Cruz are 
filled with fine fish. 
The Legislature passed six and the 
Governor signed five whisky bills. 
A fire company lias been organized 
at Menlo Park, San Mateo county. 
The Santa Barbara jPress admits 
itself defeated at the late town elec­ 
tion. 
The Rank of Hollister lias been or­ 
ganized, with a capital stock of $200,­ 
000. 
Stockton people arc moving to secure 
t lie building of the Stockton and lone 
Railroad. 
The Russian River F la g gives a 
glowing account of crops in that sec­ 
tion of the State. 
The San Francisco press thinks local 
option a good thing for country towns, 
but the city will have none of it. 
A regatta will take place on Lake 
Tahoe as soon as the weather permits. 
Nine boats have already been entered. 
The Indians on the Pyramid Lake 
Reservation, Nevada, are busy plow­ 
ing, seeding, etc., and expect a large 
harvest. 
One hundred and ninety-seven thou­ 
sand dollars were disbursed for labor 
in the several mines at Gold H ill on 
Friday. 
There are 1,100 quartz mines record­ 
ed in tiie Grass Valley District, of 
which only a dozen or fifteen are being 
worked. 
A Mexican was stopped by four high­ 
waymen near H ill’s Ferry on Wednes­ 
day last, and robbed of his horse and 
$120 in coin. 
Twelve thousand pounds of chicory 
were shipped from Sacramento to San 
Francisco on Thursday.

The Cloverdale Postmaster, whoso 
duty it is to distribute mail for five 
different routes, receives a salary of 
but $900 per year. 
The Nevada State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction is taking steps for 
the better enforcement of the Compul­ 
sory Education act. 
The Chinese residents of Nevada 
City subscribed four hundred dollars 
to the Colfax, Grass Valley and Neva­ 
da City Railroad fund. 
The Crown Point mine has just re­ 
ceived a steel wire cable weighing 17,­ 
750 pounds. This is an immense weight 
to hoist every time a car-load of ore is 
raised. 
It is reported that an Eastern firm 
is about to contract for all the cigars 
that the Consolidated Tobacco Com­ 
pany of Gilroy can manufacture this 
season. 
Ever since the election returns were 
declared in favorof Fresnoas the shire 
town of the county, Fresno has been 
extremely lively. 
All appear anxious

An exchange says Senator Laine of 
Santa Clara was a great nuisance in 
the Senate.

The temperance people of Santa

River Flag says it supposes that such

In Oakland candidates for some oí 
the city offices are beginning to show 
themselves. There will probably be 
several lady candidates for the Board 
of Education, and perhaps for School 
Superintendent. 
The Vallejo gas and water compan­ 
ies are in contention as to their respec­ 
tive products, one claim ing that the 
escaping water rots the gas pipes and 
the *ther that the escaping gas rots 
the water pipes. 
The preliminary survey of the Mon­ 
terey and Salinas Narrow-gauge Rail­ 
road has been commenced, and the 
report of the engineers is highly favor­ 
able. The road will be about eighteen 
miles long, and there w ill be but little

A eotton-growers’ association lias 
been organized at Merced City, for the 
purpose of testing the capability of 
Bear Greek soil for the production of 
cotton. They will plant several hun­ 
dred acres this season. 
A correspondent at Fort Klamath, 
under date of March 7th, writes that it 
lias been snowing there without cessa­ 
tion since February 28th. The snow, 
by actual measurement, was five feet 
3[ inches deep upon the parade ground.

THE “ H ER’ LD’S” MAP. 
The San Diego World is published 
in a good locality and is withal a very 
good paper, but it never permits itself 
to speak a good word for Los Angeles, 
and always shows unmistakable signs 
of rabies when anyone else says it. 
Our very accurate map, allowing the 
rich and vast section of which Los 
Angeles is the commercial center, has 
produced the old symptoms in our 
sprightly cotemporary. We are firm in 
the belief that no amount of misstate­ 
m ent concerning a locality will add to 
its natural advantages or remove its 
natural disadvantages. The World 
welf knows the power of active type 
and a careless pen for drawing people 
to a locality, and no one realizes more 
fully than the World how utterly 
powerless are those agents for retain­ 
ing people in a place about which 
they have been deceived. It is the 
H erald’s business to send into the 
far oft'corners of the world an accur­ 
ate account of Los Angeles county—to 
give reliable information concerning 
her soil, climate and other desirable 
qualities, to those who contemplate a 
journey to the Pacific Coast in search 
of homes. It is our intention to so 
closely adhere to the truth in making 
these statements that those who are 
induced to come here through reading 
them will not have the slightest 
grounds for saying they were deceiv­ 
ed. The map which has so warmed 
the blood of the World is carefully 
and correctly drawn, and the H er­ 
ald’s articles based on what that map 
clearly indicates, do not contain a 
single untrue or farfetched statement. 
It is our aim to induce people to come 
here and remain. The World need not 
be told that those who return on the 
next steamer do not m aterially assist 
in populating the country. 


LOCAL OPTION. 
Several newspapers of influence, 
among them the Santa Cruz Sentinel, 
strongly oppose the Local Option law 
and agree that wherever carried into 
effect it will injure the wine interests 
of our State. The correctness of the 
proposition is not very clearly de­ 
monstrated and we doubt if the con­ 
sumption of wine would be reduced a 
single gallon though every consider­ 
able town in California prohibit the 
sale of liquor within their corporate 
limits. Reasons which tend to the 
creation of this doubt are so num erous 
and palpable to every intelligent per­ 
son as to preclude all necessity for 
their recapitulation in a newspaper 
article. 
But setting the right or 
wrong of the law aside and looking at 
the process by which it may or may 
not be enforced, we find that the end 
is attained through obedience to a 
principle which all lovers of that gen­ 
uine democracy w hich maintains a re­ 
publican form of government, must 
revere—the will of the majority. It is 
well to discuss the question in order 
that its advantages and disadvantages 
may be placed fairly before the people, 
for no m atter by what means the 
Board of Supervisors may be induced 
to call the election, it is the majority 
of those interested who shall finally 
say it, yea or nay. 


THE GOVERNOR AND HIS VETOES. 
Some of our cotemporaries are of the 
opinion thai Governor Booth has ex­ 
ercised his veto prerogative unwisely 
on several bills passed at the late ses­ 
sion of th« Legislature. It is possible 
that one or two bills vetoed might 
have worked good to some portion of 
the State had they gone forth bearing 
the Governor’s autograph, but even 
this proposition is open to refutation. 
Nothing is more certain than the just­ 
ness of the Governor’s course in refus­ 
ing to sign the Harbor Commissioner 
bill. It was an attempted assumption 
of power on the part of the Legislature, 
without precedent and almost beyond 
the limit of constitutional expansion. 
It was a mere partizan measure and its 
success would have been condemned 
by all parties save the one which now 
deplores its defeat. Opinion is divided 
on the principle involved in the only 
bill passed over the veto—that in favor 
of Harry Meiggs. tío far as that par­ 
ticular bill is concerned, probably no 
serious injury will result from its be­ 
coming a law, but it establishes a dan­ 
gerous precedent which in the future 
will be used for the benefit of worse 
and poorer men than Harry Meiggs. 
After all the people will most likely 
sustain the Governor in each and 
every veto during the sessi on. 


Tiie Visalia Delta is not satisfied 
with the Legislative record of Assem­ 
blyman Canfield. The Tulare county 
paper should remember that it was 
almost impossible for a member to do 
all the good he wished in the last ses­ 
sion. Mr. Canfield was an earnest, 
hard-working member, and if he failed 
in a few particulars it was more for 
want of co-operation than a lack of 
energy on his part. 


A t e l l in g point has been made 
against the temperance people of Oak­ 
land. Mrs. Jennie M. Cutter, a prom­ 
inent worker in the good cause, lias 
been lying ill and destitute for some 
time in that city, and although the 
temperance societies were notified, no 
attention was paid to her until the 
fact came to the ears of the liquor 
dealers, who immediately gave her as­ 
sistance. The societies should not for­ 
get the lesson of this rebuke. 


The nomination of B. P. Avery, 
present editor of the Overland Month­ 
ly, to succeed P. F. Low as Minister to 
China, is a graceful act on the part of 
the President. Mr. Avery has long 
been connected with the newspaper 
press of San Francisco, lie is an able 
writer and thorough gentleman and is 
every' way qualified to discharge the 
duties of the responsible position to 
which the President recommends his 
appointment. 


John B right, who is generally 
pretty bright on all questions affect­ 
ing the welfare of the people, has 
written a letter on the liquor question 
in which ho expresses the belief that 
the only practical solution of the prob­ 
lem will be found in a license system 
governed by public opinion exercised 
through municipal representatives. 


I t is charged that several passages 
in Governor Booth’s message vetoing 
the Harbor Commissioner bill were 
taken almost word for word from the 
Federalist. If this is true it proves 
that we have at least two intelligent 
men in this State—the Governor and 
the other man who reads the Feder­ 
alist. 


T h e Sacramento Dee asserts that 
the laws passed by the last Legislature 
will be published in two or three 
weeks. If the Bee is correct there has 
been a decided revolution in the State 
Printer’s office. Heretofore more than 
that number of months have elapsed 
before the laws were in type. 


T h e ten million dollar appropria­ 
tion for Mare Island will make the 
pickings and stealings about that ter­ 
ribly thieving locality very interest­ 
ing for some time to come. It is 
hardly possible that there is a spot in 
the nation where the Government gets 
less for its money than Mare Island. 


Our dispatches this morning an­ 
nounce that a combination has been 
effected by the Union Pacific and 
Panama Railroad Companies and the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company. If 
the report is] correct an advance in 
freights between this coast and New 
York may be anticipated. 


Tiie thirst for blood in San Fran­ 
cisco seems to have greatly increased. 
W ithin the past few days no less than 
five men have died by the pistol in 
that city. The popular m ania is to 
kill a friend and then shoot ones self. 


T he result of the Connecticut elec­ 
tion is to give the Democrats one 
more and the Republicans one less 
votes in the United States Senate.

Mr. Beaudry moved that report be 
received and reeomendations carried 
out. 
Motion carried. 
A series of resolutions were offered 
providing for the sale of surplus water 
flowing from zanjas No. 2, 3, 4 and 5 
to the Trustees or the Water District 
and making provision further for its 
equitable distribution by such Trus­ 
tees to all parties living along those 
zanjas whose lands during the last 
two years have been irrigated there­ 
from and who have upon said lands 


permanent 
and valuable improve­ 
ments consisting of fruit trees. 
Mr. Workman moved the passage of 
resolutions as read. 
Mr. Beaudry 
amended by moving that the resolu­ 
tions ho laid on the table. 
Vote was 
taken on the amendment and carried. 
The original motion was then dis­ 
missed without further action. 
General McConnell then addressed 
the Council on the subject of estab­ 
lishing a public library in accordance 
witli the action of the State Legisla­ 
ture, March 4th. He also presented 
the ordinance drafted by the Trustees 
of the present public library relating 
thereto and asked its consideration 
and adoption by the Council. 
[An 
epitome of this ordinance was pub­ 
lished in Tuesday’s H erald.] On 
motion the matter was referred to a 
committee consisting of Messrs. Ger- 
kins, Workman and Duel weller. 
A report from the Committee on 
Printing was read, stating the amount 
of printing which will probably be re­ 
quired during the coining year and 
recommending that bids he invited 
thereon until the next meeting of the 
Council, when contracts may be made 
for the printing of all ordinances, res­ 
olutions, notices, etc., and all job 
work, as required.

Moved by Mr. Dockwoiler that bids 
be also invited from the Chronicle for 
publication of notices, ordinances, de­ 
linquent tax list, etc., and that the 
City Clerk be instructed to advise the 
proprietors of that paper of this reso­ 
lution. Carried. 
A communication was received from 
the Board of Supervisors in relation to 
the bridge, inviting the co-operation 
of the Council in bearing the expense 
of flooring and lighting the same. On 
motion of Mr. Gerkin the communica­ 
tion was received and filed and the 
clerk was instructed toaddioss a letter 
to the Board of Supervisors stating 
tlmt the bridge in question is the 
property of the county and that the 
whole expense attending it should be 
borne by the county alone. 
A communication signed bv thirty 
citizens was presented, proposing to 
organize a tire company and request­ 
ing that the management of the lire 
engine he turned over to them. 
Moved by Mr. Beaudry that the 
communication be received and filed, 
and that as soon as the organization is 
fully completed the Common Council 
will be glad to receive their proposi­ 
tion. Carried. 
A petition was then read praying for 
the opening of a public zanja through 
t he premises of John Jones for the pur­ 
pose of irrigating the mesa just west 
of the western boundary of the city 
lands. 
On motion the petition was received 
and placed on file and the matter re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Zanjas 
with instructions to proceed at once 
with the City ¡Surveyor and survey 
said zanja. 
A communication was received from 
Eugene Meyer, Secretary of the Los 
Angeles City Water Works Company, 
informing the Council that fire hy­ 
drants have been ordered by the Board 
of Trustees o f that Company and that 
they will be received anu put into 
place as soon us practicable. Also that 
the Company will at an early date re­ 
place the small inams on H ill street 
by larger ones, which will give a suf­ 
ficient supply of water for the increas­ 
ing demand of that part of the city. 
On motion the communication was 
received and filed. 
An act of the Legislature authoriz­ 
ing tlie Mayor and Common Council 
of Los Angeles to issue bonds to sat­ 
isfy certain indebtedness of the city 
was read. 
On motion it was ordered that the 
act be spread upon the minutes of the 
Council, and the Clerk be authorized 
to procure fifty blank bonds of the 
kind specified in the act. 
The following bills were then pre­ 
sented: 
A. Cline, for lighting bridge 
one month, $21; 8. McKinley, for ton 
of buy, $17 72. 
On motion the rules were suspended 
ami bills ordered paid. 
Mr. Huber stated tliat there is an 
Indian living upon the streets, a va­ 
grant and apparently crazy, who has 
been in jail frequently, and recom­ 
mended that he be sent away at the 
city’s expense. 
On motion a committee was ap­ 
pointed to examine into the condition 
of the Indian, and if found as reported 
to take proper steps for committing 
him to the charge of the county to be 
taken to Stockton. 
Council then adjourned.

A Serious April Fool Joke. 
T h e F e lly o f P ra c tic a l Jo k e s—O ne M an 
1» K ille d a n d A n o th e r W ounded. 
A terrible affair occurred at Salinas 
City on the 6th inst. The parties con­ 
cerned were named Downey and Den­ 
nison. The tragedy grew out of a 
harmless joke perpetrated on Downey 
April 1st. Some of the young folks at 
Diamond’s Hotel on All-Fool’s day 
sent Mrs. Dennison to Downey’s room 
with a letter containing the words 
“ April Fool.” Dennison saw her 
coming from Downey’s room, when he 
was taken with a fit of jealousy and 
reproached her with bitter words; she 
retorted in the same kind, a separa­ 
tion was agreed upon, and proceedings 
commenced for a divorce. Much ill 
feeling between the parties concerned 
has been the result. Dennison, it is 
said, told his mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Warren, that one of them must die 
before the day was over. Going down 
to Cropley’s saloon, he saw Downey 
and called him out to speak with him. 
They passed through a narrow hall to 
the rear of the building. In the back 
yard Dennison said to Downey, "You 
are the G—dd—d s -n of a b—h that 
has caused my trouble.” 
Downey 
then struck him with his list and 
knocked him down. Dennison then 
drew his pistol and Downey sprung 
for him, and the pistol was discharged, 
the ball striking Downey in the left 
side, coming in contact with one of 
his ribs and glanced around it and 
came out near the spine. Downey 
then seized and wrested tha pistol 
from him when Dennison turned and 
ran through the saloon and up the 
street, followed by Downey. When in 
front of Winn’s Chop House he stum­ 
bled and fell, when Downey fired, his 
shot taking effect in the right temple, 
coming out near the top of his head on 
the left side. Downey was arrested 
and placed in charge of the Sheriff', 
and was taken to a drug store, thence 
to his room at the hotel. He still con­ 
tinued to smoke a cigar which he had 
in his mouth all the while. He said, 
while being taken to the drug store, 
“If I am mortally wounded, I want 
you all to know that he shot at me 
firnt.” Dennison was taken into the 
chop house until a surgeon came, who 
upon examining the wound said: “I 
can do nothing for him; only let him 
die in peace.” He presented a ghastly 
sight, the blood and brain trickling 
from the bullet hole. 
The body was taken to the Coroner’s 
office and his wife sent for. Her grief 
was intense. Her cries and tears were 
E 
itiable as she stood weeping over the 
ody. He lived but a short time, and 
did not seem conscious or speak after 
the fatal shot was fired. His brother, 
who lives in Santa Cruz, has been sent 
for and will be here to-night. An ex­ 
amination will be held as soon as 
Downey is able to be brought into 
court, if his injnries do not prove fatal. 


European Wages. 
Sixty cents a day is considered good 
wages for working men in any of the 
European countries except Great Brit­ 
ain, where wages are somewhat higher. 
In the Tyrol silk region and in Italy 
they often do not get more than ten 
cents a day. In the country in Ger­ 
many, ten cents is the common pay. 
Women there often get but five cent’s. 
In Sweden, men often work from four 
in the morning till ten in the evening 
and get no any more. During the late 
war many poor women in Berlin were 
hired to knit stockings for the soldiers 
for five cents. The profits of the poor 
who keep petty shops, sell trinkets in 
the street or act as suttlers, do not 
average more than three or four per 
cent. Barbers in Berliu, since the 
raising of their prices, get five cents 
for hair cutting and two and a half for 
shaving. Servants at hotels get from 
three to eight dollars a month. Ser­ 
vant girls in private fami ies often get 
but ten dollars a year. Sometimes 
these classes cannot get work at any 
price.

Notaries’ Fees Advanced to the Old 
Rates. 
The .Seal Estate Circular says: The 
Codes reduced notaries’ fees from one 
dollar to'fifty cents, but the present 
Legislature amended section 798 of the 
Political Code and advanced the nota­ 
rial fees as follows: 
For drawing and copying every pro­ 
test for the non-payment of a promis­ 
sory note, or for the non-payment or 
non-acceptance of a bill of exchange, 
draft or check, $2; for drawing ana 
serving ^ e ry notice of non-payment 
of a note, or of the non-payment or 
non-acceptaHce of a bill of exchange, 
order, draft or check, $1; for recording 
every protest, $1; for drawing an affi­ 
davit, deposition or other paper for 
which provision is not herein made— 
for each folio, 30 cents; fortakiug an 
acknowledgment or proof of a deed, or 
other instrument, to Include the seal 
and the writing of the certificate—for 
the first two signatures, $1 each; for 
each additional signature, 50 cents; for 
administering an oath or affirmation, 
50 cents; for every certificate, to in­ 
clude writing the same and the seal, $1. 


Rhubarb. 
The Germantown Telegraph says a 
good word for rhubarb: “There is a 
large class who are fond of this. It is 
among the earliest green things; and, 
though no one classes it amongst the 
choicest of horticultural gifts, in the 
abstract, yet on account of its early 
growth it will always bo esteemed. 
Its earliness being one of its valuable 
points, a place should be selected for it 
where it will get all the advantages of 
early Spring suns. Some people help 
it by putting barrels over the roots. 
This keeps out the cold; and, as the 
rhubarb is stimulated to grow by a 
little heat, the natural warmth of the 
ground brings it up if the frost is kept 
out of the ground. Then the barrels 
help to blanch it a little, and it is not 
quite so sour as when left to grow 
naturally in its own way. Rhubarb 
is poor stuil when stringy, and it is the 
aim of good growers to have it as pulpy 
as possible. Therefore the soil is to be 
made as rich as possible—as good as 
manure can make it. When grown in 
this way, even the outside is tender, 
and it niay be cut up for use without 
even peeling, as is so often done. Some 
varieties are, however, more tender 
than others. There are, however, four 
popular kinds which, when well grown, 
are all of about equal value. These 
are the Victoria, Linnaeus, Magnum 
Bonum, and Prince Albert. The Lin­ 
naeus is the best known, not because it 
is any better than the others named, 
but simply because some men who 
happened to have a large stock of it, 
some years ago, hit on the brilliant 
idea of pushing it off as the "wine 
plant,” and t^us a demand was espe­ 
cially created for this'one, thereby cut­ 
ting out, by this brilliant trick of the 
trade, other men who had large stocks 
of other varieties. Only the “Lin- 
httus” was thus made the true Simon 
Pure. 
Rhubarb is very rapidly increased 
by cutting an old "crown” to pieces. 
If these are split downward on a line 
with the , growth of the root, every 
piece of the root will grow, though it 
be split into a score of pieces; but 
piecas of root will not grow unless 
there is a portion of the crown with 
it.”The crown is the upper portion or 
leaf-bud, just under the ground. If 
very large stocks be desired, the plants 
should not be set too close. A root to 
every four feet square is enough—that 
is to say, the plants should grow two 
feet from one another every way. As 
the rhubarb is a gross feeder, if they 
be nut closer than this they will likely 
starve one another. 


Lady 
Gamblers. 
Monte Carlo, in the little principali­ 
ty of Monaco, is now the only licensed 
gambling locality in Europe. A cor­ 
respondent of the Globe thus speaks of 
the “Casino:” 
The beautiful spot overlooking the 
Mediterranean, where the elegant 
“Casino” is situated, is one of the 
most picturesque that can be conceiv­ 
ed of, and to the extraordinary beauty 
accorded by nature, man has added 
ids best tasie and a lavish expendi­ 
ture of time and money to render it 
attractive to the eye, and to the luxu­ 
rious demands of the most fastidious. 
The game was in progress all day long, 
and about the tables were gathered 
women, young and old, gray-haired 
men and youth of twenty. Large 
sums of gold were lost and won with 
the rapidity of thought. The women 
seemed certainly to be the coolest 
players, while nervous excitement 
caused the hands of stout-looking men 
to shake like an aspen leaf. I saw 
more than one who entered the hall 
eager and expectant, retire with a 
friglitful expression of countenance 
after losing hundreds of dollars. The 
experiences which are occurring here 
daily are frequently of vivid interest. 
A certain prince nearly broke the 
bank, last Tuesday, winning 800,000 
francs—$100,000 in gold—but lie lost 
every cent of it and a heavy sum in 
addition, before the close of anbther 
day. There are ladies who make their 
home hard by at Mentone, eminently 
refined and respectable in all else, but 
who are such monomaniacs as to pass 
half of their time at the fatal tables of 
Monte Carlo. 


The Terrors of Darkness. 
Children of active imaginations have 
hours of torture at night, by calling 
up visions and shapes of terror sug­ 
gested by their reading. It is useless 
to scold at them and cruel to laugh at 
them, for it is a part of their nature 
which they cannot change. Sara 
Coleridge, the daughter of the philoso­ 
pher and poet, passed through untold 
misery from this cause. The ghost in 
“ Hamlet ” seemed to haunt hercham- 
ber. Milton’s picture of “ Death at 
Hell-gate” rose before her in the dark­ 
ness. The horse with eyes of flame in 
Houthey’s ballad of the " Old Woman 
of Berkeley,” was worse than either. 
She said pitfully, "Oh, the agonies I 
have endured between nine and twelve 
at night, before mamma joined me in 
bed in presence of that hideous assem­ 
blage ot horrors 1” Her uncle Southey 
laughed heartily at her tale of suffer­ 
ing. Her mother scolded her for get­ 
ting out of bed and going into the par­ 
lor when she could bear the fear no 
longer. But her father understood the 
case and directed that a lamp should 
be left burning, and from that time all 
her sufferings ceased. 


Traveling in Old Times. 
At the beginning of the seventeenth 
century, so tedious was thecommuni- 
cation’between one place and another 
that a letter from Yorkshire to Oxford 
could scarcely be answered in less than 
a month. A hundred years later, 
about 1703, the journey from London 
to Portsmouth was a matter of some 
fourteen hours, and even that depend­ 
ed oil the state of the roads. The pro­ 
ject of setting up postor stage coaches 
was thought to be an extraordinary 
novelty, for until that time traveling 
had been chiefly performed on horse­ 
back or by the travender wagon. In 
1762, when there were only six stage 
coaches throughout the kingdom, a 
person named John Crosset, of the 
Charter House, London, took the 
alarm and wrote a pamphlet demand­ 
ing the suppression of these convey­ 
ances, on the ground that they would 
inflict a serious injury on society. 
Some of his reasons are curious. 
"These coaches,” says he, “make gen­ 
tlemen come to London on every small 
occasion, which otherwise they would 
not do but upon urgent necessity; nay, 
the convenieney of the passage makes 
their wives often come up, who rather 
than come such long journeys on 
horseback, would stay at home. Here, 
when they come to town, they must 
be in the mode, wear fine clothes, go 
to plays and treats, and by these 
means get such a habit of idleness and 
love of pleasure that they are uneasy 
ever after.”—[Dr. Chambers’ Scrap 
Book. 


The Sad Part of Sumner's Life. 
Can a man pass the age of sixty 
without a woman steps over his line of 
life, to bless or to blast? The part 
which a woman played in the life of 
Charles Sumner was a sad one. It 
might not be dragged to view but for 
the woman’s own act. Only two or 
three days ago his divorced wife made 
application, through her attorney, for 
privilege to marry again. The divorce 
was of Sumner’s seeking, and by the 
Massachusects law she could not take 
a second husband while the first one 
lived, without special permission from 
the Courts. Sumner went to his 
death cheered by no womanly word, 
no wifely prayers. His pillow was 
smoothed by the highest in the land, 
and the men whom a country honors 
stood by and groaned in spirit as he 
E 
assed away. And the woman who 
ad been his wife, whom he put away 
on account of incompatibility, was at 
that time wondering how long it 
would be ere the court would hear and 
decide the petition which should give 
her to the arms of a younger man. 
Can anybody die without making 
somebody glad? 


National Debts. 
In 1840 the debts of the great civil­ 
ized nations of the world amounted to 
$8,500,000,000. Now they amount to 
about 24,000,000,000, an increase which 
is attributed to the unprecedented de- 
velopement of the investing spirt and 
the aid given by governments to pub­ 
lic works, and especially to tlje occur­ 
rence of great and extensive wars. Of 
the entire addition to the debt, nearly 
two-thirds have been incurred by six 
nations, viz: France, the United States, 
Russia, Austria, Italy and Spain ; and 
of the remaining third the greater 
part has been incurred by six other 
States, viz : Turkey, Eygpt, Portugal, 
Brazil, Peru and Mexico. England 
and Denmark pay but 3J per cent, in­ 
terest on their debt; France and the 
United States from 5 to 6, or even 
higher ; Greece is said to pay 33 per 
cent., and Honduras the enormous rate 
of 66 per cent. The stocks of the 
countries paying low and moderate in­ 
terest have increased some $800,000,­ 
000 over the price of issue, while the 
stocks of those paying high and exces­ 
sive interest have depreciated over 
$1,000,000,000. 


An Innocent Man Hanged. 
The Milford (Del.) News says that 
John Young, an old colored man who 
died near Frederica, Kent county, last 
Sunday morning, confessed just before 
his death, to one John Madison, color­ 
ed attendant, that he (Young) was the 
man who killed the old peddler, for 
the murder of whom one Ed. Darnell 
was convicted and hung a few years 
ago at Dover. It will be remembered 
that the old peddler’s body was found 
in a mill-pond, horribly mangled, and 
showing every indication of having 
met with foul play. Circumstances 
pointed to the boy Darnell, and a man 
named William Loper, who were ar­ 
raigned. Loper succeeded in proving 
an alibi and was acquitted, while the 
boy was convicted and hung. If the 
story is true, and there seems to be no 
reason to doubt it, it affords another 
illustration of the fallibility of circum­ 
stantial evidence, and the possibility 
of hanging the innocent for the guilty. 


On Sunday afternoon a "Women’s 
Christian Temperance Alliance” was 
organized in San Jose. Over sixty 
members we.'e immediately obtained. 
It is the design of the members to open 
a crusade against the liquor sellers at 
once. Praying will be discarded, but 
each member will institute herself a 
Committee of One to visit the dealers 
and endeavor by persuasion and moral 
influences to divert them from their 
business. Postal cards have been is­ 
sued by the Association giving the 
liquor dealers notice of its intentions.
